Three great measurea consuleiel hy 
the congress just ended will take a 
prouiineut plare in tlie history of legis- 
lation.

I ill. by the tariff ac t imiiortnnt change-* 
in the cUBtoms laws were brought about, 
and the first practical oi»portunity of 
testing the theories of the advocates 
of commercial reciprocity were made 
certain.

The ret'iprocity matter wa.^ brooKht to 
the attention oC <'ungies-« by Hecretary 
Blaine, it did not tlud enthusiastic ad- 
vocacy in the house, but Senator Al- 
di ich, who had previotisly espoused its 
docirine, succeeded, with the a>!sistance 
of seve:al of his colleagues, in persuad- 
ing the senate to att^tch a clause to the 
tariff bill providing fur a omnmercial 
trade agreement by which the United 
btates could secure the free admissiun 
to this country from the Lattn-American 
nations of sugar and other products. A 
modified form of the reoiprodtT amend- 
ment WHS inserted in the bill while it 
was in conference, and a practical op- 
portunity of testing its benefits has been 
afforded by the recent agreement with 
btaxiL

On .Inly 11. MIMI, a'tar a protracted 
•truggle i»«'t ween the advocates of fr.-e 
silver and tl.e conservatives on the silver 
(luestion, a bill was enacted providing 
tor the isaue i t i-oin certificates bju<ed 
■jn gold or silver bullion, with a provuM) 
that thtt seen fary of the treasury should 
purchase ■l,.")tHi.(M)() ounces of silver 
bullion eiu'h month. This hill wun ttie 
result of a coiuproiuise. in conference, 
betwe<'n the two huuues, the senate lUT* 
iug passed a free coinage bill 

Early in the second stwsjou of the con 
gress agitation on the .silver (luesiion 
was resumed. A bill intrinluced liy 
Senator Sherman, jirDviding for certain 
changes in tb'- National banking system 
was amended in the hnance committee 
and reported bat.-k to the !4rnat»> in the 
8hai>e of a general financial measure. A 
long debate resulteil in the adoption of a 
free coinage amendment to the bill and 
late one night, when tlie senate had con- 
templated and fitiiilly pan-^ei on the 
meii.-iu.ie Si-nator Vest, after express- 
ing his dissatw/action with tho bill, 
ottered a-s a ."(til s.ituU' the fr«»e coinage 
bill, pure aiid simple, that had been 
passed by the senate dunug the first 
hessioii of the congress. The sulxstitute 
was adopte«l. It was sent to the house, 
and afier lie-iring many delegations, f le 
house coiinaittee on coinage, weiglus 
and iiic;i,siiies, ten days previous to the 
end o; congress, agreed to rejHirt it ad- 
versely. It wa-i never called up in the 
house.

The first, or long session is notable 
for the number of other important 
nu-astires thiit became laws.

cent nickel pieces: transferring the 
we.i her bi.re^m from the rignal oorpe 
to the .igricnltural department; provid- 
ing for naval armament experiments 
with nickel and ore matter, and author- 
ing the postmanster general to teat the 
free dehvery system in small towna. 

KtrnacI* AialMst Time. 

The attempto to eaad aUver legisla- 
tion and the Federal eleotioaa bui i«- 
suite I in moob waste of time and an ex- 
tra sesaion wonld not have been avoided 
If these mattari had not been disposed 
of as they were. During the laat days 
of the congress a straggle against time 
ensued to pass all the appropriation bills 
in order to prevent the possibility of the 
Fifty-second congress being immediately 
convened to make proper proviaion for 
('4iiTying on the neceisiiry work of the 
government. Every appropiiatloo bill 
passed, however, and au extra aeaaion 
wan thus avoided.

The initial sale by the Kentticky Grow- 
ers' Association at Louisville some weeks 
ago was not the success that tlio Direc- 
tors had expected. The failure was due 
largely to the fact that the warehouse- 
men of that city enforced their iron-clail 
rules and prevented the bnyerra from at- 
tending; the sale. Rut the >,'rowers' as- 
sociation and the Manufai:turers' Associa- 
tion have forced the warehousemen to 
rhanRO (hose rules, and the hnyers are 
now alloweil to purchase from any ware 
house the growers may start. 

The latent developments in tlie husi- 
ness are di tailcd in the Couricr-.Iournal. 
That |)aper says : 

"The farmers seem determined to cut 
a bi;; ti>;ure in the warehouse trade, not 
oidy in Louisville, but all over the State. 
The Kxeeutive Committee of the To- 
bacco Growers' Association met March 3, 
and il was learned that the reeeiit chaic.'e 
in the constitution of that organisation 
wa.« a provision for starting farmers' 
warehouses in every i)art of Ihe State. 
This is the reason thi' old suhsi-riptions 
of stock for the growers' association were 
not <_'o(iil. The new clause in the consti- 
tuticui eN|ilieilely mentions Maysxilh', 
liCXington and I'aducali as localions for 
farmers' warehouses, and ends l)y stat- 
in^': 'At any other desirable point in the 
State.' .\t the last meeting of the r.oard 
of Directors, it was found expedient to 
make the change. It seems that then* 
was a LTcneial misunderstandini,' when 
the tanners throughout the State suh- 
scril)ed money for the new company. 
\u ini|ire,-<iou prevailed that the total 
amount suhscrihed wa.s to he portioned 
out among several cities, to be used for 
warehouse purposes. When the fact be- 
came known that the s]>ecial ]inrpo<<e of 
the money was for the Ixniisville house, 
there was some dissatisfaction. .\nil 
thm it came that the Board of Directors, | 
who desire harmony above all things, 
al tered the constitution. Under the new 
constitution a warehouse can be started 
in any town in the State, when $2.'),f)00 is 
subscribed for tliat purpose. At Maya- 
ville stepa have already been tal^en for 
st.-irting a growen' warehouse in that 

town.
